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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant principally argues that Zabetian fails to 
teach charging at least one of the parties for authenticating and/or certifying the contents of the electronic mail depending on the storage 
organization of the communication history, storage method, frequency of backup, and data storage size for storing the communciation 
contents. The Examiner respectfully disagrees since Zabetian (col. 6, II. 45-49) and Ng (col. 14, II. 22-25) disclose billing the user for use of 
the certification system. One of ordinary skill in the art would have understood billing for using the system to suggest billing based on the 
services utilized by the user, such as storage organization, storage size, storage method and/or frequency of backup. Billing based on 
these types of factors is old and well known in the art, and one of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that billing a user for use of 
the system would include taking into account factors that are demonstrative of the user's impact on the system. 
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
